London, December 13—The Ger­ 
man high command is “hastening its 
preparations for a great stroke on 
11 he western front. Dispatches to-day 
reported vast forces being marshaled 
along to the Franco-British lines. 
More German airplanes than have 
been seen in months have been seek­ 
ing out British positions. 
Fnusual raiding activity to obtain 
information as to strength of posi­ 
tions developed all along the line. 
A lessening of Teutonic pressure 
on the Italian front was reported to­ 
day. It served to confirm belief here 
that considerable forces of Austro- 
Hungarian troops had been switched 
to the western front. Great numbers 
of Austro-Hungarian troops are al­ 
ready reported there having been 
transferred there. 
The artillery duels on both the Brit* 
ish and French fronts to-day were 
obtaining the maximum violence. The 
Germans were maintaining the initia­ 
tive in these.
